New Orleans 
Rider Hopes 
For Big Time

NEW ORLEANS '(AP)-The 


worst loser in the world grinned, 
look another huge chomp on a 
candy bar and explained in a slow 
Texas drawl why he had been the 
winningest jockey at every track he 
had raced the past year, 


"I'm greedy," said David Whited. 


"I'm a terrible loser, the worst in 
the world. And I'm jumping on 
every horse I can get." 


Whited was the leading jockey at 


the Fairgrounds with 49 winners, 
37 second and 24 third place finish- 
ers as of the season's 55th day. He 
maintained a victory margin over 
the next ranked jockey despite be- 
ing suspended 10 days for rough 
riding and lodging a foul claim 
deemed frivolous. 


But his impressive record wasn't 


made easily. 


One thousand, two hundred times 


in the past eight months Whiled 
mounted a horse and whipped it 
around a track with all his skill. He 
crossed under the wire in front 300 
times. 


Before the season started here, 


Whited rode 1 18 winner's in 80 days 
at Detroit for a track' record, He set 
a record at Omaha with 52 wins in 
40; days' and 'wasHeadmg jodkey *at° 
Grand Island, Neb.V with 28 firsts 
in 14 days.

"Yeah," says Whited, "this is 


my bid for the big time. This track, 
you might say, is my stepping stone 
to the big time— maybe." 


The career of Whited, now 25, 


goes back lo when he was growing 
up in Texas, where horse race bet- 
ting is illegal.

after five limes driving past a 
point where authorities, acting 
on telephoned instructions, had 
placed the $30,000 ransom. 


Bexar County authorities took 


custody of the man. He was 
jailed after giving a statement 
but 
no charges 
were 
filed 


immediately. 


The child's father, attorney 


Marvin G. Kelfer, 37, told news- 
men: "If 1 ever had a doubt 
about the existence of God, 1 
don't have it now because all 
my prayers were answered." 


A maid, Mrs. Lupe Garcia, at 


the Kelfer's fashionable home in 
suburban Castle Hills, said a 
man drove up in a white panel 
truck and posed as a repairman 
to gain access to the home 
about 1 p.m. The maid was 
alone in the house with Dana 
I#nn and another Kelfer child, 
7-month-old Tracy. 


Mrs. Garcia told police the 


man, a stocking over his face, 
pulled a gun. He bound her with 
tape, she said, got some blan- 
kets and left with Dana Lynn. 


The maid worked free and 


alerted neighbors who called po- 
lice. 


A penciled ransom note left in 


the kitchen warned against call- 
ing 
authorities, 
demanded 


$30,000 in small bills and said in- 
structions would be called at 7 
p.m. 


The call came at 7:40 p.m. 


FBI agents left the home car- 
rying an airline flight bag. It 
was left beside a rural road 
northwest of San Antonio, about 
three miles from the Kelfer 
home. 


A district attorney investiga- 


tor said the repairman directed 
FBI agents to the barn. 


The FBI said Dana Lynn was 


found wrapped inside a pink and 
a white blanket, lying in a feed- 
ing trough in the barn, her 
mouth taped. 


Kelfer said the abduction was 


apparently the result of a "per- 
sonal grudge" concerning a 
foreclosure, presumably by the 
savings and loan company oper- 
ated by the victim's maternal 
grandfather, Louis Michaels. 


Kelfer praised newsmen for 


suppressing reports of the ab- 
duction until the child was safe. 
"Your cooperation really saved 
her life," he told newsmen.

day of our picture and re* 
marks about trash being 


dumped on the road to Rocky 
Mound the City of Hope made in 
investigation and cleared its own 
sanitation trucks which travel 
that road ofl their way to the 
municipal dumping grounds. 


The investigation confirmed 


that all trash picked up by the city 
is taken to the dump grounds In 
closed trucks. Therefore the 
litter between Mope and Rocky 
Mound wasn't blown off the top of 
municipal loads, a possibility 
mentioned in this clumn yester- 
day. 


Obviously, 
therefore, 
the 


blame for the Rocky Mound situa- 
tion rests on private haulers. 
Whether trash blew off the top of 
a carelessly-loaded pickup or 
was dumped deliberately doesn't 
make much difference in the eyes 
of the law, which provides heavy 
fines for littering the public 
roads. 
Since the City of Hope's Juris- 


diction ends at the Co rnbelt Hat- 
cheries plant and the road isn't 
in the state highway system the 
responsibility for making ar- 
rests would seem to lie with the 
county government. 


; But the law-enforcement prob- 


lem Is tough. Community action 
In Rocky Mound in furnishing in- 
formation on trash • dumpers 
would be helpful to county offi- 
cials. 


But the greatest help of all 


would be the co-operation of the 
public, which knows the evils of 
trash-dumping, knows the possi- 
bility of arrest and payment of 
fine*- and which now knows that 
the Rocky Mound area is suspect 
„— and bad neighbors sooner or 
later will be caught.

Johnson in 
Defense of 
Policies

WASHINGTON (AP) - "Just 


one final word," said Lyndon B. 
Johnson, and then proceeded to 
utter more than 1,000 words- 
words designed not only to de- 
fend his policies in Vietnam but 
to help insure his political sur- 
vival. 


If anyone ever needed proof 


the President is a campaign- 
seasoned fighter, here was vo- 
cal evidence that for him the 
slogan in 1968 hasn't changed 
from 1964, It's "LBJ all the 
way." 


And, from a look at the week* 


end headlines, one might even 
gain the impression that, when 
political survival is at stake, 
Johnson is a rugged infighter. 


Before the LBJ counter-at- 


tack, the headlines reflected a 
solid week of bad news, from 
his standpoint: The "moral vic- 
tory" over Johnson by Minneso- 
ta Sen, Eugene J. McCarthy in 
New Hampshire's 
Democratic 


primary; the challenge to John- 
son's presidency by Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, D-N.Y.; and finally 
a gold-dollar crisis of dimen- 
sions unrivaled in more than 30 
years. 


One might suspect Johnson 


would have been dismayed, if 
not bowed, by all this. Assured- 
ly, he felt the onrush of events. 
But he came back fighting hard. 


Indeed, 
Johnson's 
step 


seemed to become springier and 
his platform oratory more point- 
ed as the challenge grew. 


The headlines really tell the 


story of the Johnson counter-at- 
tack against the forces arrayed 
against him, 
* On Saturday, Kennedy was 
accorded free television-radio 
time;to announce his candidacy 
.for the presidency. Initially, 
- most observers thought he bad 
the headlines wrapped up for 
Sunday morning newspapers. 


But 
these seers reckoned 


without Johnson. Unannounced, 
he went before an audience of 
top-drawer 
businessmen 
and 


voiced a rather determined de- 
fense of his embattled Vietnam 
policy. 


And that was only the begin- 


ning. 


Simultaneously, 
"reliable 


sources" disclosed that Vietnam 
troop reinforcements would be 
moderate compared with the re- 
ported request for 206,000 addi- 
tional men by Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland, U.S. commander 
in Vietnam. 


What's 
more, 
the 
same 


sources disclosed that Johnson 
was secretly collaborating with 
leaders of Congress to make sig- 
nificant cuts in the federal 
budget—as the price for the
